Herewith  is  the  77th  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  the  Public  Health 
and  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  City  during  the  year  1  95*1  <>  The  report 
is,  as  usual,  dr-awn  up  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health, 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  for  the  mid-year 
is  26,400,  This  figure  is  1,630  less  than  his  estimate  for  the  previous  mid¬ 
year  but  it  is  690  in  excess  of  the  figure  given  in  the  Preliminary  Report  of 
the  Census, 

The  Birth  Rate  of  16.69  per*  thousand  of  the  population  is  the  highest 
since  1949  an d  compares  favourably  with  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales,  The 
infant  mortality  rate  of  35 » 5  per  thousand  live  births  shows  an  increase  on  the 
previous  year.  However,  in  this  respect  it  must  be  remembered  that  comparat¬ 
ively  small  numbers  are  involved,  and  in  actual  fact  the  number  of  infant  deaths 
has  risen  from  10  in  1950  to  14  during  the  year  under  review.  It  must  be 
further  noted  that  nine  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life 
and  six  of  these  are  attributable  to  prematurity.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  of  0,34 

per  thousand  of  the  population  is  slightly  less  than  the  national  figure. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  was  358  of  whom  there  was 
a  slight  preponderance  of  females.  This  number  gives  a  death  rate  of  12,51  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  which  figure  compares  with  the  national  rate. 

Heart  disease  and  associated  conditions  were  responsible  for  almost  half  the 
number  of  deaths,  cancer  coming  next  in  importance.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is 
worthy  of  note  that  there  were  only  two  deaths  reported  from  pulmonary  tubercu¬ 
losis,  and  once  again  no  death  has  been  reported  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
Further,  no  maternal  death  occurred  in  the  area  during  the  year. 

In  connection  with  the  early  diagnosis  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  a  six 
week  visit  of  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  under  Dr,  Neville,  was  made  to 
the  City  during  the  month  of  May  and  June,  The  value  of  such  visits  and  the 
opportunity  they  afford  for  regular  checks  on  the  health  of  individual  citizens 
cannot  be  over  estimated.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  was  only  the  forerunner 
of  an  annual  visit.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  Neville  it  has  been  possible 
to  include  a  short  table  showing  the  results  of  their  findings  which  from  the 
public  health  standpoint  can  be  considered  to  be  highly  satisfactory.  It  is  to 
be  anticipated  that  as  the  value  of  the  Unit  becomes  more  widely  appreciated, 
better  attendances  by  the  public  will  be  forthcoming. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  show  a  considerable 
increase,  mainly  attributable  to  measles  and  whooping  cough.  These  latter 

together  contributing  to  more  than  75$  of  the  notifications.  Other  diseases 
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which,  according  to  the  notification  figure s,  show  an  increased  incidence  are 
puerperal  pyrexia,  sonne  dysentery  and  pneumonia,.  None  of  these  increases , 
however,  call  for  any  special  comme nt 0  Only  three  sporadic  cases  of  food 

poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year,,  No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified 
in  the  City„ 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr„  Ec  Seymour,  is  responsible  for 
Section  D,  Part  I  of  the  Report,  wherein  he  sets  out  the  work  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors 0  During  the  year  a  Housing  Survey  was  concluded 

and  formed  the  basis  of  a  special  report  to  the  Council „  This  report  is  a 
useful  adjunct  to  the  information  already  available  regarding  the  housing 
conditions  within  the  City,  and  its  reference  value  is  already  proving  its 
worth,,  The  adoption  by  the  City  Council  of  the  Clean  Pood  Bye-laws  at  the 
end  of  1950,  associated  with  the  co-operation  of  members  of  the  food  trade, 
enabled  considerable  advances  to  be  made  in  the  production  of  clean  food0 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman, 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  Corporation  Officials  for  their  continued 
support  and  the  staff  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  assistance  throughout 
the  year*

S taf f  -  Although  the  Department  was  handicapped  for  most  of  the  ye ar  as  a 
result  of  shortage  of  staff,  every  effort  was  made  to  maintain  a 
high  standard  of  administration. 

Repairs  to  Sub-Standard  Houses. 

Houses  are  not  immortal;  the  acceleration  of  the  rate  at  which  houses 
are  becoming  unfit  for  habitation  is  the  first  of  the  fundamental  problems 
which  now  confront  the  Sanitary  Officer  and  his  Council. 

The  combined  effect  of  increased  building  costs  and  rents,  which  are 
controlled  at  an  uneconomic  level,  have  both  subscribed  to  this  position. 

Although  many  of  the  houses  are  lacking  in  what  are  considered 
desirable  amenities,  a  large  number  are  still  reasonably  fit  and  must  of 
necessity  form  the  backbone  of  low  rented  living  space  in  Winchester  for  many 
years  to  come.  Therefore,  with  a  view  to  saving  as  many  houses  as 

possible,  a  total  of  eighty-seven  notices  requiring  general  reconditioning 
were  served  during  the  year  under  the  provisions  of  section  9,  Housing  Act, 
•1936. 

Generally  speaking  the  response  by  owners  has  been  good  and  the  work 
is  steadily  proceeding.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Smoke  from  Commercial  and  Business  Premises 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  emissions  of  grit  were  observed  to  be 
coming  from  a  laundry  chimney  stack©  The  nuisance  arose  through  burning 
unsuitable  fuel  (coke  breeze)  in  a  furnace  using  forced  draught. 

The  Ministry  of  Fuel  were  consulted  and  on  the  recommendation  of  their 
combustion  engineer,  regular  supplies  of  more  suitable  fuel  were  made  available 
to  the  firm© 

Observations  of  smoke  emission  were  made  and  a  number  of  "Petrie"  dishes 
placed  in  suitable  exposed  positions  surrounding  and  at  suitable  distances 
from  the  premises© 

The  dishes  were  exposed  for  periods  of  J+8  hours  in  fair  weather  and  the 
contents  collected  were  weighed  at  the  City  Analyst8 s  laboratory© 

It  was  found  that  directly  the  correct  type  of  fuel  was  put '  into  regular 
use,  the  emissions  of  smoke  a.nd  gritoeased  and  have  not  re~occurred  since©

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Common  Lodging  Houses,  etc 


The  two  Common  Lodging  Houses  were  regularly  inspected  during  the  year 
when  it  was  found  as  in  past  years,  that  one  establishment  was  highly 
satisfactory,  whilst  the  second,  which  is  housed  in  an  older  building, 
required  a  close  supervision  to  ensure  observance  of  the  Bye-laws „ 

The  annual  renewal  of  registration  for  this  Lodging  House  was  withheld 
for  a  period  of  three  months  pending  completion  of  certain  repairs  and 
receipt  of  a  report  of  an  improved  standard  of  cleanliness 0  During  the  year  four 
informal  notices  were  served  on  the  registered  Keepers  in  respect  of  dirty 
floors  and  windows,  dirty  condition  of  walls,  ceilings,  staircases,  landings, 
common  kitchens  and  wash-houses 0 

The  two  Lodging  Houses  provide  accommodation  for  51  lodgers  (46  males 
and  five  females) 0 

There  is  also  a  well  conducted  Youth  Hostel  (City  Mill)  which  during  the 
twelve  months  under  review,  accommodated  10,173  members,,  There  are  76  beds 
and  the  average  stay  per  member  was  two  nights „ 

The  dormitories,  kitchens  and  sanitary  accommodation  were  regularly 
inspected  and  found  satisfactory  at  all  times 0 

There  was  no  case  of  overcrowding,  food  poisoning  or  infectious  disease 
during  the  yearQ

The  City's  water  supply  pumped  from  boreholes  and  wells  in  the  chalk 
and  distributed  through  iron  mains  on  the  constant  system,  is  supplied  to 
all  the  houses  in  the  district „ 
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During  the  year  the  water  was  sampled  and  submitted  for  both  Chemical 
analysis  and  Bacteriological  examination.  It  has  no  plumbo  solvent  action 

and  is  chlorinated  before  being  pumped  through  the  mains. 

The  results  are  consistently  good,  indicating  the  maintenance  of  a 
high  standard  of  purity. 

No  action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination  was  necessary  during 
the  year.

The  continued  vigorous  action  that  has  been  pursued  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  during  the  past  twelve  months  in  connection  with  the  hygienic 
handling  and  distribution  of  food,  has  resulted  in  considerable  improvement 
in  the  environmental  conditions  of  the  food  shops  and  catering  establishments . 
In  this  connection  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  no  case  of  food  poisoning 
was  recorded  during  the  year  in  which  the  source  was  traced  to  food 
establishments  in  the  Cityu 

The  education  of  the  food  handler  in  personal  cleanliness,  however, 
in  primarily  the  responsibility  of  the  management  concerned  and  if  any  clean 
food  campaign  is  to  succeed,  it  would  be  necessary  that  all  those  engaged 
in  the  food  trade  should  be  familiar  with  the  basic  essentials  for  a  high 
standard  of  food  hygiene. 

As  in  past  years  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Local  Food  Office  has 
co-operated  in  the  matter  in  so  far  that  whenever  a  new  application  is  made 
for  a  catering  or  food  licence,  it  is  only  granted  after  receipt  of  a 
satisfactory  report  from  the  Health  Departmentc  This  arrangement  seems 
to  be  operating  very  well  and  has  resulted  in  securing  hygienic  conditions 
at  the  start  of  the  new  business. 
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On  notification  from  the  local  Pood  Office  that  application  has  been 
made  to  open  a  food  or  catering  establishment,  the  premises  are  inspected 
and  if  necessary  certain  works  are  specified  in  order  to  bring  the  premises 
up  to  standards,  The  local  Pood  Executive  Officer  issues  the  necessary 
licence  as  soon  as  he  receives  a  favourable  report  from  tne  Health 
Department o  The  Pood  Control  Committee  have  expressed  great  satisfaction 
at  this  co-operative  action,,
